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CLAIMS 



I claim: 

1. A disposable deep-fry pan insert system comprising: 

a single-use, disposable pan liner having a sidewall 
having and upper rim and a bottom wall; 

a disposable strainer having a sidewall, an upper rim, and 
a bottom wall; said bottom wall defining a plurality of 
apertures for draining cooking oil from cooked food within said 
strainer; said strainer having at least one handle near said 
upper rim for removing said strainer from said pan liner; 

said disposable strainer being so sized and configured as 
to removably inserted into said disposable liner by use of said 
handle. 

2. The pan insert system of claim 1, wherein said 
disposable pan liner is so sized and configured as to rest in a 
non-disposable pot, pan, or kettle. 
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3. The insert system of claim 2, wherein said disposable 
liner is freestanding within said non-disposable pot, pan, or 
kettle . 

4. The insert system of claim 3, wherein said disposable 
liner sidewall has a tapered portion tapering inward to join 
said liner bottom wall. 

5. The insert system of claim 4, wherein said strainer 
sidewall meets said sidewall at about a right angle and said 
strainer is of such size and configuration as to rest on said 
tapered portion of said disposable liner sidewall. 

6. The insert system of claim 5, wherein said strainer 
sidewall has a lower portion defining a plurality of apertures 
for draining of cooking oil from cooked food therein; said 
strainer sidewall being spaced inward from said liner sidewall; 
said strainer bottom wall being spaced from said liner bottom 
wall . 

7. The insert system of claim 6, wherein said strainer 
sidewall extends above said rim of said disposable liner. 
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8. The insert system of claim 7, wherein said strainer 
rim includes a horizontally disposed, circumferential flat 
portion extending outward from said strainer sidewall and a 
depending portion extending downward from the outer 
circumference of said flat portion, said flat portion and said 
depending portion serving as a handle for removing said 
strainer from said liner when removing cooked food from cooking 
oil disposed therein. 

9. The insert system of claim 4, wherein said strainer 
sidewall meets said sidewall at about a right angle and said 
strainer is of such size and configuration as to rest on said 
bottom wall of said disposable liner. 

10. The insert system of claim 9, wherein said strainer 
sidewall has a lower portion defining a plurality of apertures 
for draining of cooking oil from cooked food therein; said 
strainer sidewall being spaced inward from said liner sidewall. 

11. The insert system of claim 10, wherein said strainer 
sidewall extends above said rim of said disposable liner. 

12. The insert system of claim 11, wherein said strainer 

rim includes a horizontally disposed, circumferential flat 
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portion extending outward from said strainer sidewall and a 
depending portion extending downward from the outer 
circumference of said flat portion, said flat portion and said 
depending portion serving as a handle for removing said 
strainer from said liner when removing cooked food from cooking 
oil disposed therein. 

13. The insert system of claim 1, wherein each of said 
disposable liner and said disposable strainer are made of thin, 
stiff aluminum. 

14. The insert system of claim 1, wherein said disposable 
liner is freestanding and is usable directly on the heating 
element of a stove. 
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
